Indianapolis, Sept. 15. — David 
E. 


Sherrick, auditor ot state, under ar- 
rest on a charge of embezzlement of 
$145,000 of state funds, was taken in- 
to police court at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning. The case went over until 2 
o'clock this afternoon. Sherrick was 
accompanied by a score of business 
and professional men of prominence, 
who have announced their willingness 
to furnish bond in any sum. Sher- 
rick's closest friends said bond for 
over half a million could be secured 
for him if necessary. 
Sherrick was 


given into the custody of an 
officer 


and left police court with the expecta- 
tion of spending the time intervening 
between then and -his next appearance 
in court at the Columbia club, a lead- 
ing Republican organization.

stated that a special session of the 
grand jury would likely be called next 
week to consider the Sherrick case.

Indianapolis, Sept. 15.— Governor J 


Frank Hanley followed his announce- 
ment, which was wired to the Advo- 
cate yesterday afternoon, to the effect 
that he had found an apparent short- 
age of $145,000 in the accounts of State 
Auditor Sherrick, by issuing an order 
taking cognizance of a vacancy in the 
office of the auditor of state, at the 
same time appointing Warren Bigler 
of Wabash to succeed David E. Sher- 
rick, who was in effect summarily re- 
moved. 


The governor made three demands 


for Sherrick's resignation, which the 
latter finally forwarded. On receipt 
of Mr. Bigler's acceptance, he was no- 
tified to arrange for his bond as soon 
as possible, in order that he might 
take charge of the office at once. This 
was done, and Mr. Bigler became aud- 
itor of state early this 
morning. 


in tne order which resulted in the 
virtual removal of Sherrick, Governor 
Hanly charged that the auditor had 
been guilty of a "plain and inexcus- 
able violation of the law and a gross 
betrayal of a public trut>t." in invest- 
ing and loaning funds belonging to 
the state to the amount of $145.000. 
This sum the governor alleges- was 
misused, having been in-vested for pri- 
vate purposes. No arrests have been 
made, but at a conference between 
Governor Hanly and Charles Benedict. 
prosecuting attorney lor Marion coun- 
ty, ,he chief executive laid before the

Bitterly Attacked by Deposed Auditor 


in S tatement Issued at Indian-

Sherrick today made a bitter 
ar- 


raignment of Governor Hanly in an 
interview. He charges the governor 
with malice in his removal. Sherrick 
said: 


"I intend to make a detailed state- 


ment of the case to the public and it 
will show that I have been malicious- 
ly persecuted by Hanley and that he 
is trying to make a grand stand play 
for his own political ends. The fact 
that I was about to make good every 
cent that is alleged to be short caused 
Hanly to take the action he did." 


DEMONSTRATION 


Made To-Day by Workingmen at Buda- 


pest Accompanying Demand 


for Universal Suffrage. 


Budapest, Sept. 15 —A great demon- 


stration was made today by working- 
men before the chamber of the lower 
house of the diet to enforce the de- 
mands which are being made by them 
for universal suffrage. Dense masses 
of workingmen began congregating in 
front of the chamber early and their 
numbers was increased until there was 
an enormous 
crowd present. 
The 


workmen freely expressed their 
de- 


marfd that universal suffrage shall be 
granted them. 
The crowd became so 


great that early in the day it became 
necessary to place a strong cordon of 
police about the hall to guard 
the 


place. 


President Justh, of the chamber, re- 


ceived deputations of the workmen 
and begged the men taking part in the 
demonstration to be quiet and calmly 
await the action of parliament on the 
question which is so dear to them. It 
is estimated that fully 80,000 persons 
took part in the demonstration.

Two years ago an operation was per- 


formed and confident of recovery he 
married his second wife, Mrs. John 
Baumeister. His hopes were not real- 
ized, and despairing of relief last night 
ie rose from his bed while left alone 
for a few minutes, and going to a clos- 
t in which a revolver was kept, took 
the weapon and shot himself after re- 
turning to bed. 


The explosion was heard by the fam- 


ily, but no attention was paid to it, as 
blasting has been going on in 'the 
neighborhood and the sound was not 
unwonted. Some minutes

Henry Whitcomb, chairman of the 
prudential committee, to which the 
question of "tainted money" was re- 
ferred some iime ago. said: "The pru- 
dential committee can not be placed in 
the position of looking up a man's his- 
tory and his family record whenever 
he offers money to carry on the work 
of the church.

Both the S^\ edish and Norwegian 
papers regard the crisis as acute The 
Swedish papers e\en talk of an ulti- 
matum and preparations for mobili na- 
tion, but though the situation between 
the two countries is stra.ned. it is not 
believed that it will end in war Chris 
tiania papc-s assert that Norway would 
gladly acf-ent either arbitration or me- 
diation, as th* Noiwegian government 
has a sincere desire to effect an under- 
standing nrh Svvi-den.

yellow fever refugees. Dr. Lyle of the 
health department, found five passen- 
gers suffering with what he thinks is 
yellow fever. They were removed to 
a branch hospital. The patients were 
too weak to walk. Many came here 
without money and were at a loss 
where to go. There were a number of 
colored persons in the 
party. 
Con- 


gressman Randall of Lake Providence, 
La., was in charge of the party. Dr. 
Lyle secured the names of all passen- 
gers 
A close watch will be kept on 


them. 


New Orleans, Sept. 15.— There were 


19 new yellow fever cases yesterday, 
seven deaths and 15 new foci. This 
is the worst record in two weeks. The 
state situation is even more alarming. 
The total cases to date are 2462, total 
deaths 329, cases under treatment 316, 
cases discharged 1817. One man com- 
mitted suicide 
yesterday when 
he 


found he was infected. 


The Mississippi record for the day 


is one case near Gulfport, two new 
cases at Vicksburg, one at Mississippi 
City.

Souvenir Cards. 


A law was enacted by congress a 


few years ago which provided that 
cards of the same size and weight 
as the ordinary postal cards mignt be 
sent through the mails as ordinary pos 
tal cards, provided a one-cent stamp 
was affixed, says the Portland, Me. 
Press. 


Many of the printed cards sold'as 


iouvenir postal cards, meet these re 
quirements and can be written upon 
and sent through the mails with a 
one-cent stamp 
affixed. 
The trouble 


s, however, that not all, or, indeed 
most of the souvenir postal cards do 
meet the 
government requirement, 


Vlany of them are much bigger, than 
he ordinary cards and they are made 
of leather and wood and almost every- 
hing else. 


All of these cards are mailahle as 


merchandise at the rate of one cent 
an ounce, but if anything is written 
ipon them then they require letter 
postage, which is two cents an ounce. 
The leather cards which are so popu- 
ar this season, are of about the same 
ize as the ordinary cards and would 
be mailable if not written upon if it 
were not for the fact that they are 
much thicker than the ordinary postal 
:ards. This bars them from the mails 
except as~ merchandise, and if written 
ipon, letter postage must be paid. 


The wooden souvenirs are generally 


much larger and heavier than ordinary 
postal cards and generally weigh more 
han an ounce. Upon these, if there 
s any writing, four cents in stamps 
must be affixed. 


These few facts cover ihe govern- 


ment regulations, 
and 
if 
everyboy 


obeyed them, they would save much 
rouble and more souvenirs would 
reach 
their 
destination. But the 


rouble is that to many people all sou- 
enirs "look alike," and they affix -one- 
=ent stamps to big and little, write 
heir messages on the back and dump 
hem into the letter box. The grea 
majority of them do not reach their 
destinations and then there is sorrow

Follow Owner Like Puppies and Go 


Out on Daily Strolls, Declares 


Wisconsin Man. 


Hunting rattlesnakes for their skins 


has furnished a new and hazardous oc- 
cupation for many men 
who reside 


among the hills and rocky bluffs of 
the Upper Missouri Valley, where the 
rattler attains perfection as to size an-! 
color, says the Tremplean, Wis., corre- 
spondent of the New 
York Herald. 


The snake must be taken alive and de- 
capitated before he has an opportun- 
ity to strike himself, for once 
the 


deadly poison is injected the skin loses 
luster and value. 


The price paid for perfect tanned 


skins is about $1 each, and in addition 
the oil obtained from the snake com- 
mands a high price from its supposed 
value as a cure for rheumatism and 
kindred diseases. 
Each rattler cap- 


tured alive means about $1.50 to the 
hunter. 


Among the most successful hunters 


is Alfred Johnson, of this place, who 
possesses many large and 
beautiful 


skins. His latest capture was nearly 
seven feet long and carried 19 rattles. 
Mr. Johnson has succeeded in domesti- 
cating a large number of young rat- 
tlers, which allow him to handle ihem 
as he will, and follow at his call like 
well-trained puppies. 


The idea occurred to Mr. Johnson 


that by obtaining small snakes and 
getting them accustomed to his pres- 
ence he could largely 
increase 
his 


profits and reduce the hazards of his 
occupation. Following out this reas- 
oning he has now a colony of nearly 
30 rattlers, all of which seeni to bid 
him a welcome whenever he appears, 
but they ha\e no welcome for strang- 
ers.

The Story of a Graft, 


The original act of May 10, 1902, 


creating the bureau of inspection and 
supervision of public 
accounts, 


measurably unobjectionable, but 


was 
for 


all practical purposes unnecessary, in 
view of the powers conferred on the 
probate courts and prosecuting attor- 
neys of the counties and on the com- 
mon pleas courts. Under the former 
statutes' the inspections were made, 
and it is a matter of history that the 
betrayal of official trusts were 
no 


greater under the old than the new 
law. 


The act of 1902 provided for a chier 


supervisor, three deputies only two of 
whom should belong to the same poli- 
tical party, at salaries of $2.000 and 
traveling expenses and hotel bills, and 
a clerk at $1.500 per year. 


The state auditor was made chief 


supervisor by the act, and his former 
salary nearly doubled in 
direct 
in- 


crease and incidental perquisites. 


In 1902-1903 the annual cost of the 


bureau was approximately $18,000. 


In 1903-1904 it exceeded $50,000. 
Under the original act. Section 10, 


the Siate Auditor was required to col- 
lect, from the taxing bodies 
visited, 


"the expenses for auditing public ac- 
counts." and this included traveling 
expenses and hotel 
bills, 
and 
the 


"funds received on this account shall 
be covered lo the state treasury lo 
the credit of the public audit expense 
account."

the original act as a detriment to their 
industry, so on the 2<»th day oT April.

The safe guard and provision 
for 


publicity in the 
10th section 
was 


stricken out, and the "amount of funds 
received" for the work performed 
is 


not collected by the state auditor and 
"covered into the state treasury," but 
is collected by the chief supervisor, 
his deputies and inspectors, from mun- 
icipalities, counties and olher "taxing 
districts, and, so far as the law is con- 
cerned, remains wholly 
unaccounted 


for outside those who are interested 
in collecting and dividing it. 


Do the people understand the real 


significance of this quiet little amend- 
ment? It opens a harvest field as 
wide as one of the biggest prairies of 
the west. 


The amended bill enlarges the gen- 


eral powers of the State Auditor, and 
makes him an autocrat, backed by an 
army of 
janizaries, wherever 
he 


chooses to exercise his powers. 


What the blank bookmaker's graft 


may be remains for future develop- 
ments. An entirely new set of books 
must be installed by all officers, coun- 
ty, township, municipal and school dis- 
trict. 


An expert in blank book manufac- 


ture declares that the cost to 
the 


counties, municipalities, &c., to install 
new books will not be less than $550,- 
000 and is likely to be $1,500,000, and 
more than the latter figure, there are 
any well placed sleepers in the act 
of April 20, 1904, the existence 
of 


which, in a protoplastic state, is likely 
to be found in the 8lh section of the 
new act, wherein the auditor's powers 
are so fully enlarged as to be plenary. 
(See Session Laws 1904, pages 271- 
274.) 


The House Bill, No. 515, by Mr 


Eagleson, was a part measure, espe- 
cially after it got through the House, 
when a "sneak" game was sought to 
be operated.

natural product would be Improved In 
this particular. She commenced feed- 
Ing her hens on different foods which 
she deemed might have some effect 
along the desired line, but finally aban- 
doned everything else except powdered 
fishbone and the gristly portions of 
horses and cattle, from which glue Is 
made, with a slight 
admixture 
#f 


cherry gum and milkweed. Her chief* 
difficulty lay in combining with these 
articles a sufficient quantity of nour- 
ishing food to sustain the fowls, and 
yet of such a nature that it should not 
destroy the effect of the adhesive sub- 
stances. 


Ater many years of unremitting care 


and study she has succeeded in gett- 
ing the ration proportioned right, and 
is now able to feed her hens so that 
thev lay eggs the white of which is 
the 
strongest 
adhesive substance 


known to man. It Is perfectly trans- 
parent and easily preserved in any 
climate, and is so strong and lasting 
that she is able to sell at high prices 
all her flock of hens is able to produce 
Broken china, of however delicate tex- 
ture, if mended by an invisible film 
of this natural glue, is stronger by far 
at the broken place than elsewhere, 
and the glue is not in the least af- 
fected either by heat, cold or mois- 
ture, and tfle articles may be boiled 
an hour without being in the least 
loosened at the cracks again. 


The only difficulty about the matter 


!s that the adhesive nature of the al- 
bumen is not perfect until the hen is 
three years of age, and it takes a fowl 
cf strong constitution to thiive under 
the unnatural food, so that the glue 
is liable to remain expensive untifl the 
production of it becomes more genera1.

Unite to Oppose the Demands tf the 


Chicago Printers. 


Chic&go, Sept. 15.—Concerted action 


between the members or the Chicago 
typothetae and a number of the bjg 
independent employers of printers 
•was decided on In an cffoit to oppose 
the demands of the union job printers 
of Chicago. The Typographical union 
filed demands on independent job and 
book publishing houses for an 8-hour 
day and union conditions after Jan. 1. 
After the union had ordered out 100 
men in eight of these houses for re- 
fusals to grant the request of the 
union, the Chicago t>pothotae, whose 
members are already involved in a 
strike, invited the independent marter 
printers to meet three members of the 
typothetae in an effort to devise means 
of fighting the union demand.

Washington. Sept. 13 —The state de- 


partment received a communication 
from 
Consul 
General Rodgers at 


Shanghai which sets forth the condi- 
tion of affairs 
there commercially 


growing out of the Chinese boycott. 
One phase of the movement which is 
disturbing to all business minds, he 
says, is the effect it is likely to pro- 
duce upon the finances of that great 
center of commerce. There are *t 
the present time in Shanghai ware- 
houses approximately 1GP.OOO bales of 
American piece goods, \alued at near- 
ly 
$8,000,000 gold. The question, 


therefore, of marketing this commod- 
ity and of collecting the money under 
the present conditions, and with Man- 
churia closed, he adds, presents a 
very serious condition and is apt to 
cause great difficulty not only to the 
Chinese merchants but also to the im- 
porters. What is true of piece goods, 
he says, is also true of all other lines 
of staple products.

month was the handsome balance of 
trade in favor of the republic, amount- 
ing to $473,224; the total value of ex- 
ports having been $722,448, against 
imports valued at $249 224."

Empty Ounce Bottle Found Near Him. 


Young Blacksmith Will Prob- 


ably Recover. 


Hany Pease, a young 
blacksmith, 


who lias been working for about a 
year UK extra man in the John Baird 
fehop, made a despeiate but probably 
unsuccessful attempt at 
suicide be- 


tween 8 and 9 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing, at his home, No. 8 Burt avenue, 
by swallowing carbolic ac:d. 


When he was found he was suffer- 


ing intense,, and Dr. W. E. Wiyiarch 
was called. A summons tor the Bow- 
ers & Criss Bros', ambulance was also 
sent and in it he was taken to the 
Ci'.y hospital, where this morning he 
had made a rapid improvement, and 
is considered out of danger. 


An empty ounce bottle which had 


contained the deadly drug, was found 
near him. but xit is not thought that, 
ho had swallowed the entire contents, 
part of which probably spilled on the 
ground when the bottle fell. 


Tlie cause of the attempt «to take his 


own life is considered to be domestic 
trouble. He worked at the shop Tues- 
day and left feeling in his usual good 
spirits. 


On Wednesday morning he came to 


the shop audjold Mr. Baird that he 
was in trouble, that his wife had left 
him. and asked for the money due him 
which Mr. Baird paid him. ' That was 
the last- seen of him by Mr. Baird. 


Mr. Pease is a man between 25 and 


30 years old, and is very well known 
throughout the city. He is married 
but has no children. 


Pease had so far recovered from the 


effects of the poison that Dr. Wiyiarch 
took him home from the hospital about 
11 o'clock Friday morning. His mouth 
is badly burned, and there are several 
bad scalds trom the acid on his face.
